American and other Bolted Na­ 
tions forces of two (J. S. Army 
k'orps pushed north along a 26-mile 
front in western Korea In the sec­ 
ond day of a comeback drive that 
met stiffened enemy resistance in 
the center but little on the flanks. 
The biggest IT. N. assault since 
the retreat from North Korea be­ 
gall was announced ut nlq* Friday 
night (7 a. rn. KST) in an Eighth 
Army special communique. 
The first important prise won by 
the two-Corps assault was the rail, 
highway and air center of Suwon, 
taken late Friday by west flank 
U. N. forces which then sent van­ 
g u a rd s considerably north of the 
walled city.

Th® injury range of the explosive radioactivity from a modern 
A -bom b is a little over one mile, if the bomb is exploded about 1,000 
fe et in the air. If it is exploded much higher, some of the radiation 
may not reach the ground, so the range may be less If it is exploded 
much lower, the radiation alto may not reach out as far, becattte it 
Would be blocked by the ground or by buildings 
A little more than a mile away, the principal effects of the few 
(lying rays that struck you could be seen only as tem porary blood 
changes in a doctor's exam ination. 
You probably wouldn't even 
realize you had been exposed. 
A little less than a mile from the explosion center, if you are un­ 
protected, you are almost sure to suffer illness. Less than two-thirds 
of a mile away, those caught in the open are pretty sure to soak up 
a fatal dose of radioactivity.

m erce; and incidental land-tltle functions from other departments 
The Hoover Commission Itself, however, did not follow this reco m ­ 
mendation of the Task Force and, as a result, little has been done to 
bring about* a coordinated policy for the use and management of th" 
nation's natural resources.
